THE GOOD FIGHT 
This editorial appeared in the New Y’ork Herald- 
Tnbune of April IO, and is reprinted with their per­ 
mission : 
“An attack by tile 1st Corps, ordered to relieve the situ­ 
ation, failed due to complete physical exhaustion of the troops.” 
With th at proud, if tragic, epitap]! there closes the heroic de­ 
fense of the Bataan Peninsula. 
The 37,000 American and Filipino 
troops, on short rations for nearly three months, outnumbered 
by five or ten to one. without air protection and beyond hope of 
reinforcement, fought until it was physically impossible to fight 
longer, and in so doing wrote one of the imperishable pages in 
the history of their countries and of the world. 
T hat page has 
now’ been turned, as it was inevitable th at it must be; even yet 
there is still no authentic word of a .surrender, while the flag, ao 
bravely defended on Bataan, still floats above the rocky fortress of 
Corregidor. 
It is impossible not to feel saddened by the end of this pe­ 
culiarly gallant fight. 
But it is impossible to regard the outcome, 
which "for months has seemed only a m atter of time, as anything 
but a victory for the men who challenged so cheerfully and im- 
perturably tile whole w eight of the Japanese Army. 
How’ great 
waa their victory m ay not be known for a long while; its effect! 
m ay never be fully estimated. Through four critical month* these 
men kept m anv tim es their owm number of Japanese and consider­ 
able sections of Japanese air and shipping resources, full? en­ 
gaged; they certainly inflicted far greater damage than they re­ 
ceived; they made it possible to deny one of the best harbors in 
the E a st to the service of the Japanese advance. 
They could not 
win time enough to make possible their owm relief; but it may 
well be th at it was their fight which perm itted the reinforcement 
of Australia and the upbuilding of the defenses elsewhere. Bataan 
and Corregidor may yet prove to have been the stumbling blocks 
over which Japanese aggression tripped, to fall to its ultimate de­ 
struction. 
If there is any defeat here, it is not for the Bataan army, 
but rather for this country, still so slow to summon up Its offen­ 
sive strength and succor the brave handfuls who have been dy­ 
ing tor It in the exposed forward positions all around the world. 
It is some consolation to know that there were vigorous efforts to 
re-supply them, some of which succeeded; it is bitter to realize 
that Hie means were not available to do more. 
But the name of 
Bataan survives, a heroic portent of w hat free man can do and a 
p ro m ise to th e world t h a t must he and w ill he redeemed.
